| LAWRENCE 
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COMMENDS THE SPEECH ; 
OF SECRETARY ROOT. 


Rev. Geo. E. Lovejoy, in a sermon 
on “The Dignity of Citizenship” deliv- 
ered Sunday night at South Congrega- 
tional church, condemned the prevail- 
ing laxity displayed by voters with re- 
gurd to the primaries, where the selec- 
tion of public officials are made. He 
also commended in = 
phatic manner the courage of Elihu 
Keot for his» expose of the demoraliz- 
ing character of “yellow journalism, 
with a wish that there were more such 
men to-publicly denourice the evil. 

“Mr. Lovejoy spoke as follows: 

In an eloquent address in which he 
asserted his rights under the govern- 
ment, Paul the heroic champion of 
truth and righteousness declared . in 
words both strong and exultant his 
citizenship as. a Roman—‘'i am a citi- 
zei: of no mean city.” It seems clear 
that to him. citizenship meant very 
much, both in the rights, and the 
honors connected with it. 

It might be interesting to glance at 
the circumstances which provoked 
such a declaration, but for the lack of 
time we must pass these by and come 
diregtly to the theme of the hour which 
1 trust may prove timely and profit- 
able—"The Dignity of . Citizenship. 
The highest type of manhood is that 
which embraces all the relationships 
of life. That man will be in best con- 
formity to the Divine will who repudi- 
ates no claim that confronts him in 
society at large. 

society has a right to underrate that 
man’s religion who is unresponsive to 
the manifold needs of the community 
in which he dwells—its social, educa- 
tional, industrial, .governmental, no 
less than its spiritual needs. Let 1 
not be forgotten that the pure-minded 
faultless One who spent the greater 
part of His life in the obscure township 
of Nazareth proclaimed the nobility of 
Christian citizenship, when, in an- 
nouncing His. mission, He declared: 
“The Son of Man came not to be min- 
istered unto but to minister and to 
give His life a ransom for many. And 
it behooves all who would be His true 
followers ana*have heavenly  citizen- 
ship, to remember that He sends them 
forth into the highways and byways 
of society to regenerate it by a con- 
cern for its highest good. It is no 
small part of religious duty to make 
the townships, the cities, the common- 
wealths in which we live and Have the 
benefits of citizenship—like the com- 
monwealth of heaven; 
that hath foundations whose builder 
and maker is God. Coming now to @ 
more minute analysis of our theme, I 
sumbit: . 

1. A dignified citizenship is distin- 
guished by a regard for, and an effort 
to create righteous public sentiment. 

That is a trite and true, as well as 
humorous statement made by’ a certain 
leader of popular thought, when he 
says, “The small philosopher is a greut 
character in New England, his funda- 
mental rule being, to guess at the half 
in any matter. and then multiply il by 
iwo, and he added with much .empha- 
sis, that “full popular enlightenment 
is popular sanity.’’ -What is popular 
enlightment but the product of the 
sound minds of the community. Minds 
that have reached out and grasped the 
great questions that relate to the mor- 
al, social, intellectual, poll.ical and in- 
Custrial interests of that commynity. 
Carlyle once remarked respecting the 
perils of a dim enlightenment in old 
England: “V’e must destroy the faiih 
of the people in the penny newspaper.” 
I ask you to recognize with much seri- 
ousness the fact that the willingness 
of the English people to pin their faith 
to cheap newspapers was not peculiar 
to the inhabitants of the British isles, 
for the American mind has a_ very 
ample supply. of © published cheap 
thought. And every community has 
its propogators of unpublished cheap 
thought, cheap talk, and cheaper, more 
corruptible deeds. And I maintain 
that one of the first duties of all high 
minded citizens is to break down the 
faith of the people in that which is er- 
roneous and ‘pernicious, misleading and 
revolutionary , in’ unrighteous public 
sentiment. Oh. for a hundred Elihu 
Roots to give the people of all parts of 
the land such an expose of the demor- 


ed

2. A Dignified Citizenship will seek 
for the elevation of such’men to official | 
positions as will be the exponents of 
righteous sentiment. We have heard 
it very frequently stated that there 
are so many things about the details 
of political elections that are repulsive | 
and disgusting to honest, highminded 
citizens that they feel compelled to 
divorce. themselves from any relaiion- 
ship whatever. with political life. But 
we raise the question, does not such a 
course seem to be strongly inconsist- 
ent with the course men pursue in| 
business life. and common _ everyday | 
affairs? 

Here is a mercantile house of high | 
standing, doing an immense business. 
It embodies culture, wisdom, integri- 
ty, prudence and all of the sterling 
qualities essential in successful busi- | 
ness enterprise.

But it happened that 
a cértain minister of: the gospel who: 
occupied a pulpit in that city went 
down to thé ballot -boxes.of.a corrupt 
ward and challenged voters on several 
different occasions, although he was 
nearly alone in his thankless business. 
The opposing party put three roughss 
near him, and,:‘although it is sa'td they 
did not attack him physically, they 
filled the place with profaniiy and ob- 
scenity. and tried to drive away all 
decent .men by their clamor. The 
minister, we are told, held his place, 
threatened prosecution against lax offi- | 
cers behind the ballot boxes, and the 
result was that a dark ward was il- 
luminated if not by noontide bright- 
ness, at least by the twilight glimmer 
of righteous politics, 

What did the minister go there for? 
Svme would answer to meddle with af- 
fairs not his own, But all lovers of 
\ighteouSsness may answer he went 


there to look after affairs that were |. 


his own. A man, whether he be a 
ininister or a coal heaver, has no rights 
which he has not the courage to assert 
and defend. While good men are busy 
in the churches would it not be well 
to have good men guard lest the devi! 
captures the comr.unities for which 
the church is built. 


3. Again, the best citizenship is man- 
ifested in the puolic spirit and _ phi- 
lanthropy it directs. The apostle whose 
words are quoted at the beginning of 
tbis address claimed to be a citizen o1 
no mean city, The inference is natural 
that’ mean men were not In the ma- 
jority in that place. Mean men ean 
convert a Paradise into a Sahara of 
sterility and stagnation. Ancient Tar- 
sus was certainly what might be cal!- 
ed in our day, a model twn. It coins 
reveal its greatness. It at one time ex- 
ulted in the name metropolis. Strabe 
says that in all that related to philos- 
ophy and general education tt was 
even more illustrious than Athens. 
This regard for intelligence must have 
been the product of that publie spiri: 
which in modern times has been mant- 
‘ested fin efforts to promote general in- 
telligehce. The principle which gives 
true Mobility to citizenship is that 
which actuates individuals to do some- 
“‘thing-for the general thrift.and intelle- 
gence of the community. YI am of the 
number who hold to the view that it 
is far more commendable for a clty o 
township to erect its own public libra- 
tes and hospitals and school buildings 
than it is to appeal to a Carnegie, or a 

Rockefeller, or’ some’ rich magnate 
who never was in the place, to put up 
such structures for the people. What 
Wilberforce and Howard did in speciai 
aepartments of philanthropic useful 
ness, your average citizen may ac¢com- 
blish for soc’ety about him if he robes 
himself in the mantle, of self-forget- 
fulness>

Now I maintain that the individual 
who lines up on the side of religion | 
most honors himself asa citizen and 
will honor the community tn which he 
dwells. I am not now speaking of any 
cre form of religion in preference to 
another. I am aot advocating the 
claims of any sec! or any ism; but 
simply contend for a reverential spirit 
tuward all that eminates from faith in 
the Bible, a consciousness of a su- 
Preme God and a high-minded follow- 
ing of His standard of righteousness, 

In a republic like our own the 
choicest institutions of the people, 
those that conserve their highest wel- 
fure are always imperilled.

Election Suggestions. 


Andover cast a splendid ybte: on 
election day, Never but twice has 
there been a larger ballot cast in pre- 
cinct one, and the result was very cred 
itable to the dominant party. In the 
State at large, while the victory is grat- 
ifying, the size of the vote secured by 
Moran furnishes food for a great deal 
of thought. 

When a man can, in Massachusetts, 
secure nearly 200,000 votes upon a plat- 
form that has for its chief foundation 
stone the doctrine of discontent and 
unrest as preached by the yellow jour- 
nals and the demagogues, it is a serious 
situation. Not that there are no rea- 
sons for unrest, and not that there are 
no reasons for distrust, but that men 
can believe in such remedy and in such 
men to apply the remedy, is the serious 
phase of the question. Our own town 
is a fair illustration of the way in which 
the heresies of Moranism and, Hearstism 
took hold-of the people at large. Good 
judges agree that not less than a hun. 
dred of the voters who usually vote for 
the republican candidates voted for 
Moran. Many of the men who so 
voted stated openly that they believed 
the time was ripe for such a man as he, 
and for a rebuke to be administered. to 
the party in power. They could give 
no. reasons for their confidence in 
Moran, nor would they express any 
reasons for their distrust in present 
leaders, enough for them that they- be- 
lieved it was time to “shake things 
up”’> 

If this state of mind means anything, 
it means that the next year is to be 
one of the most important periods in 
our government. Not important to the 
great government aud political leaders 
alone, but even more important to the 
people at large. It should be a_.period 
of stock taking and comparing of in- 
ventories. Through such work the 
people should become informed of 
actual conditions, and be inspired to 
the right ways of corrécting abuses and 
promoting real reforms. 

Dishonest leaders are sure to disap- 
pear, and honest ones aré bound to be 
misunderstood, but the sifting must 
come without any such influences of 
passion and hate.as we have seen ac- 
tively engaged during the past few 
months, 

The individual communities have ral- 
lied in a splendid‘way during the past 
few weeks, and their work showed on 
Tuesday is a renewed pledge of Massa- 
chusetts to high character in public 
life, but the great work is ahead. The 
individual communities must each and 
every one begin now the campaign for 
a larger and more universal confidence 
in the State and the Nation, that shall 
hereafter make impossible the rise of 
such leaders as Massathusetts and New 
York have seen this year. 

We undoubtedly need a house clean- 
ing in public life, sut we don’t need to 
use either fire or flood to accomplish it.

The officials in charge of the election 
in Andover on Tuesday deserve some 
very hearty congratulations upon \their 
promptness and efficiency. One of\the 
largest votes ever cast was handled, 
and unless our memory is at fault the 
count was completed and a report made 
earlier than ever before since the pres- 
ent system was in use. While all of 
the helpers deserve praise for their 
good work, a large share of the credit 
should go to the warden, Mr. Frank H. 
Hardy, who has devoted a great deal of 
time and intelligent interest .to the 
organization of this important part of 
Andover’s election machinery.

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HELD FOR SUPERIOR. COURT 


Malden Chaffeur to Answer to Charge of 
Reckless Driying. 


A hearing was held before Judge Col- 
ver J. Stone, last Saturday morning, it 
being the outcome of the accident on 
October 8, in which. George W. Hinman, 
an instructor in Phillips Academy, was 
severely injured and who is still con- 
fined to Dr. Clarke’s sanatorium, but is 
rapidly gaining strength. ; 

The accident happened on the Read- 
ing road about two miles from the top 
of Andover hill, Mr. Hinman was out 
for a stroll with two other instructors, 
H. F. Houghton and Philip S. Gilman 
and they were walking in the direction of 
Reading. An automobile suddenly came 


up behind them and struck Mr. Hinman 
who was nearer the centre of the road 
than the others. He was taken to Dr. 
Clarke’s. sanatorium where at first his 
life was despaired of, but he ‘pulled 
through satisfactorily and is now nearly 
well again. 

The automobile was owned by Mr. 
Presby of Malden and was driven by his 
chauffeur, Carl Blomerth, and be was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Presby, Mrs. Bessie 
T. Burpee and Miss Caroline Bill of 
Malden. 

At the bearing held on Saturday, 
Hugh, Bancroft, son of General Ban- 
croft of the Boston Elevated road and 
Francis Hurtubis, jr., two of the ablest 
lawyers in Boston, were the councils for 
the prosecution and defense respect- 
ively. 

The chauffeur who’ was running the 
automobile was first called and testified 
that his name was Carl. Blomerth and 
that he was running the machine at the 
time of the accident. The charge was 
then read by the court which stated 
that the defendant operated an automo- 
bile on the highway recklessly and with- 
out regard to the safety of the public. 

Three witnesses for the prosecution 
were then sworn, Dr. C. E. Abbott, Mr. 
Houghton and Mr. Gilman. Mr. Hough- 
ton was the first to testify and™he said 
that he was walking with Messrs. Gil- 
man and Hinman at the time of the ac- 
cident and was present when the auto 
struck the latter. He testified that the 
first warning of the approach of the ma- 
chine was.when it was about 200 feet 
behind him and coming at a rapid rate 
of speed. He immediately notified his 
companions but before they had had 
time to get out of the way the auto 
had struck Mr. Hinman. He added that 
the machine was going so fast that it 
carried Mr. Hinman 25 paces before he 
rolled onto the electric car track and a 
greater distance before the machine 
could be brought to a complete stop. 
He testified further in regard ‘to what 
happened after the accident but which 
did not have any direct bearing on the 
charge. . 

On being cross examined by counsel! 
Hurtubis, Mr. Houghton said that as he 
and his companions walked they occu- 
pied about 12 feet of the roadway and 
that they were not fooling as they went 
along. He said that he knew little 
about auto speeds but had an idea of the 
relative speed of vehicles going between 
10 and 20 miles an hour. He thought 
that the machine was going more than 
20 miles per hour. 

Mr. Gilman corroborated the state- 
ments of Mr. Houghton in every partic- 
ular and added that when he heard the 
auto coming he attempted to touch Mr. 
Hinman to warn him of the approach- 
ing danger but did not succeed as he 
was beyond his reach. le testified that 
Mr. Hinman was carried many feet be- 
fore being dropped and that the ma- 
chine went as far afterward as it had 
carried him. In his estimation the auto 
was going at about 30 miles an hour. 

Dr. Abbott was then called and tola 
of attending the injured man at the re- 
quest of the ladies who were in the auto- 
mobile. He said the injuries were very 
severe and it was extremely fortunate 
that he survived them. 

Carl Blomerth, the chauffeur was 
called and he testified that he left Mal- 
den’ with his. party at. five minutes to 
four ard had -driven to Andover hill 
where he turned around: and was on his 
way home when the.accident happened. 
He said that he noticed the men walk- 
-ng-on the road when he was at Carter’s 
corner and that he immediately went to 
the left hand side of the road. He blew 
the horn at eight different times, the 
last time when about 12 feet from Mr. 
Hinman. Mr. Hinman, he said, immedi- 
ately leaped to the left hand side of the 
road, directly in front of the machine 
and was struck. He was carried about 
20 feet and the machine was stopped 
after running only 12 feet. He was posi- 
tive that the machine was only going 
15 miles an hour as he had looked at his 
speedometer just before the accident. 

Mrs. Presby was the next witness 
called and she gave substantially the 
same evidence that her predecessor gave. 
The question of assistance was then 
raised and the reason given for not 
taking the injured man in the automo- 
bile was that she did not, get out of the 
machine and acted on the advice ot Mrs. 
Burpee who advised her not to do so. 

Mrs. Burpee and Miss Bill were the 
last witnesses to testify and both corrob- 
orated the statements of the two former 
witnesses telling the exact story in re- 
gard to the speed of the automobile and 
to the action of the chauffeur in trying 
to ayoid the accident. They also de- 
clared that Mr. Hinman actually jumped 
in front of the machine. 

In Summing up the case Counsel Hur- 
tubis said that it was a clear case of 
mistaken speed, that on the testimoney 
of the prosecution neither of the wit- 
nesses could give any satisfactory limit 
at which the machine was going and 
that tlie four witnesses for the defence 
who have ridden a great deal were posi- 
tive that the machine was not going 
over 15 milesan hour.

Earthquake or Explosion? © 


A profound mystery still surrounds 
the queer sound and shaking which the 
town sustained early last Saturday morn- 
ing and no correct solution has yet been 
given for the strange occurrence. Some 
claim that it might have been an earth- 
quake while others discredit this story 
and claim that it might have been an 
explosion. Whatever it was it has not 
been explained satisfactorily and possi- 
bly might never be. 

The disturbance which occurred about 
quarter past one on Saturday morning 
shook the ground and buildings in every 
portion of the town and was accom- 
panied by a sound similar to that ofa 
muffled cannon roar. lt lasted but a 
few seconds but long enough to awaken 
sleepers in almost every home in And- 
over and giving many a few sleepless 
hours until morning, 

The shock was probably felt. worse in 
the vicinity of Elm street and. Washing- 
ton avenue’ where the houses were 
shaken violently and where in some in- 
stances dishes were shaken from shelves 
and many windows were broken. For- 
tunately however, no one was injured 
and the damage done was slight. »- On 
Salem street the shock was also felt se- 
verely. 

In Ballardvale, Wilmington, North 
Reading.and Lowell Junction the shock 
was also felt but no damage was done. 
It was at first feared that it was a recurr- 
ence of the frightful powder magazine ex- 
plosion tbat occurred in Tewksbury 
three years ago, but these fears were set 
at rest by reports from Lowell and 
Acton that the powder works there were 
intact. In view of the lack of any defi- 
nite explanation many people attributed 
the disturbance to an earthquake, but 
on account of the comparatively small 
area affected the theory was not ac- 
cepted as a fact. 

Haverhill and other points in this 
section, outside those already mentioned, 
reported that no explosion had been 
heard, the disturbance being apparently 
confined along the portion of-the west- 
erv division of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, between Frye Village and 
Wilmington junction.

Professor John W. Burgess in his 
first address as Roosevelt professor of 
American history at Berlin university, 
in the presence of Emperor William,

Professor Burgess told his distinguish- 
ed German audience that .American 
politicians had not the slightest idea 
that both theories were almost anti- 
quated by the transformation of Eu- 
ropean states and their own constitu-

and that the 
best interests of 
the world would 
be fostered by

tion. Before delivering bis lecture the 
professor read a letter from President 
Roosevelt expressing his good will to 
the German university and referring to 
the close ties of kinship between the 
two countries. The kaiser proposed 
three cheers for President Roosevelt. 
which were given by-all present. 

A permanent American Institute has 
been opened in one of the university 
bulldings, where portraits of. famous 
Americans and books on American his- 
tory are to be preserved. Professor 
Burgess is dean of Columbia university. 
New Russian Marriage Law. 

A new marriage law, which changes 
the aspect of Russian society from the 
bottom, has been promulgated by the 
government. Hereafter all properly 
registered churches will be recognized 
in the registering of marriages, births, 
deaths, etc., and all of: these may have 
their own organizations. Priests of any 
of these churches may conduct mixed 
marriages, whereas heretofore the law 
has required that where one parent is 
a member of the state church the chil- 
dren must be brought up in that 
church, 


Lords Pass Education Bill. 

The question of compulsory religious 
teaching in the public schools of Great 
Britain came before the house of lords 
on a motion to reverse the education 
bill as It passed the commons and re- 
quiring that children should attend the 
schools during religious instructions.

A Magazine For the Blind. 

Through the charitable impulses of 
Mrs. William Ziegler, widow of the 
late head of the Royal Baking Powder 
company, the first periodical for the 
‘blind is about to be launched at New 
York for free distribution to 70,000 
blind persons in the United States. It 
will contain news of the day and liter- 
ary matter, besides letters from the 
inmates of blind institutions telling of 
their work and interests. The maga- 
zine will be printed in both systems of 
raised letters—namely, Braille and the 
New York point. Both are composed of 
characters based uppn combination , of 
raised dots.so that the blind can detect 
the letters and words by’ the finger 
tips moving over the embosstd sur- 
face, The new magazine is to contain 
100 pages, which are of necessity print- 
ed only on one side, and as the paper 
has to. be heavy each number will be a 


bulky book, but all books of the biind . 


are carried through the mail without 
postage, and, making all allowance for 
this, the cost “of the periodical is estl- 
mated at $60,000 per year. The bureau 
of education has been asked .to furnish 
a list of the names and addresses of 
the blind persons capable of reading 
the point systems. The I:sspiration of 
this charity is Mrs, Ziegler’s blind son, 
now forty years old, who lost his sight 
soon after birth. Walter 8S. Holmes 
is to be editor and manager. The offi- 
ces are 1931 Broadway, and it is de- 
sired that persons knowing blind peo- 
ple shall forward their names and ad- 
dresses to be put upon the free sub- 
scription list.

-The people are absolutely 
careless in the usc of running wate:, 
and its contamination leads to cholera; 
fevers and plague. They are absolute- 
iy lacking in public spirit, and when 
they have money they spend it for 
jewelry, gold and siiver utensils for 
tte home, rather than for the health 
ef the country.. Malaria is prevalent, 
und small pox cemmon, Lack ol 
drainage causes mosquitoes, and they 
spread disease. Tuberculosis is very 
common, because of the poor hygiene, 
poor food and pvor nourishment, The 
Woman's Board started hospital work 
in Ahmednager 17 years ago, and new 
there are 50 patients, and it has two 
rhysicians and one trained nurse in 
attendance,

The following abstract’ from an old 
newspaper of 1839, possibly issued in 
Boston, seems to settle the matter al- 
luded to on page 323 of Bailey’s “ His- 
torical Sketches”, as to which warrior 
John Barker shouldered during that 
eventful retreat. 

Who carried Capt. Ben Farnum from 
the field is now the conumdrum. May- 
be John secured both trophies, as both 
men were wounded. As the Farnhams 
claim Barker did it, but the.majority of 
Abbott and Barker family claim the 
service for Isaac -.bbott. We have yet 
to learn the name of the devoted com- 
rade whose love for Ben was greater 
than that for his own safety. There 
were two John Barkers in the Farnum 
company to have honors. C. H. A. 


‘*In Andover, Mass., Oct. 8, 1839, Mr. 
John Barker, aged 86 years and 6 months. 
Mr. Barker was an enterprising and suc- 
cessful farmer, a Revolutionary patriot, 
and an honest man. He was at the sur- 
render of Burgoyne, and in the battle of 
On the latter occasion he 
was the means of saving the life of Lt. 
Isaac Abbot, afterwards many years 
deacon of the South church in Andover. 
Mr. Barker, being among the last to re- 
treat, and finding Lt. Abbot prostrate 
and helpless from !oss of blood caused by 
a severe wound, took him’ upon his 
shoulders, and thus by an uncommon ex- 
ertion of courage and strength, and at 
the risk of his own life, carried him to a
